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MURDERER EXECUTED IN

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UTAH BY FIRING SQUAD 


George H. Gardner, Strapped in Chair, Shot to 
Death by Screened Riflemen, for Killing 
Sheriff and Rancher.

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Aug. 31. 
--George H. Gardner was put to 
death in the State prison here today, 
according to the law of Utah. 
Strapped to a chair, his head muffléd 
in the black cap, he was shot to 
death by a squad of riflemen who 
fired through the ports in a curtain 


which concealed them from the 
spectators. 
Gardner had been condemned to 


death for the murders of Gordon 
Stuart, a Deputy Sheriff, and Jo- 
seph Irvine, a rancher. 

yardner was led from the death 
cell at 6:24, stopping at the corner of 
the cellhouse, where he spoke to his 
brother-in-law, T. P. John, statirg 


'emotion he waited the Sheriff's com- 
mand of execution. 

The Sheriff's car arrived at the 
prison at 6 a. m. and the firing squad 
a few minutes later, and with cur- 
tains drawn and without stopping, 
drove to the curtain from which the 
five shots were fired. 

Gardner, evidence at his ‘trial 
showed, shot Deputy Stuart when 
Stuart and other deputies went to 
Gardner’s farm to serve papers at- 
taching it. Gardner was executed 
15 months and 19 days after he was 
first sentenced to die.

A mother battling for her unfor- 
tunate son almost broke up a negro 
boxing carnival of the Dunbar Ath- 
letic Association at St. Louis Stars’ 
baseball park, Compton avenue and 
Market street, last night, and 10 po- 
licemen were required to stop a free- 
Por-all fight that ensued.

Today the convention is at work 
upon Article 6 of the Constitution, 
dealing with the judiciary, in which 
numerous changes are being recom- 
mended. This question has involved 
harder and longer contests than any 
other before the convention. 

Only two proposed changes in the 
Constitution which previously had 
been agreed upon were rejected by 


would have empowered the Governor 
to “call to his aid any and all local 
peace officers of the. State,’’ in con- 
serving peace. This action will re- 
move one of the objections of organ- 
iged labor to work of the conven- 
tion. 

In instructing the Legislature to 
consolidate the functions of the ex- 
ecutive branch of the State Govern- 
ment into not more than 12 depart- 
ments, the convention has named 
five departments, those of state, law, 
audit and accounts, treasury | and 
education, which are those now in 
effect. 

The budget system previously 
treated at length in the Post-Dis- 
patch would provide for prepara- 
tion of the estimate of the needs of 
each department, by the Governor, 
who wouid be required to submit 
it to the Legislature within 15 days 
after it convened. That body could 
revise any item downward but not 
upward, and could only make other 
appropriations than those recom- 
mended by the Governor, after it 
had acted upon his proposals. Each 
department appropriation by the 
Legislature would have to be in a 
separate bill, and would have _ to 
provide means of raising the neces- 
sary revenue.

10 SOLVE. NEGRO 
HOUSING PROBLEN 


Organization of Home Fi- 
nancing Organization 
Along Civic Lines Sug- 
gested by Real Estate Men. 


Organizing of a home financing 
association, along civic lines, to as- 
sist negroes in building homes, ard 
establishment of residence districts 
for negroes, are plans advanced by 
real estate men of the city for mect- 
ing the increasing shortage of houns- 
ing facilities for negroes. 

Influx of negroes from the South, 
at a rate estimated by the eflealth 
Department at 4500 to 5000 a montn 
for the last two months, has male 
the housing situation acute. As re 
lated in the Post-Dispatch, Hea!th 
Commi ssionér Starkloff yesterday 
estimated*the present negro populia- 
tion of the city-at 100,000, based on 
records and observations of his ds- 
partment. This ie a gain of more 
than 30.000 over the negro popu- 
lation of 69,603, shown in the 1920 
census. 

A financing plan for home buil.J- 
ing has been proposed, but pending 
an expression from negro citizens @s 


to their willingness to participate ‘tn 
it, no definite action has been taken. 


Origin of the Proposal. 

This proposal originated with an 
executive committee representing 17 
improvement and property. protec- 
tive associations which have heen 
devising methods to prevent inva- 
sion by hegroes of districts owned 
and occupied by white persons. It 
involved organization of a building 
and loan association, on a large 


le 
_ ae of the plan suggested 
that the State and city leagues of 
building and loan associations be 
asked to appoint committees or «x- 
perts to supervise operation of the 
association; and: home building, and 
that an appeal be made, from a civic 
viewpoint, for capital. 

The committee offer included a 
provision that it would make an cf- 
fort to match capital raised by the 
negroes, dollar for dollar. This was 
presented to a group of negro citi- 
zens who asked the Real Estate FEx- 
change to devise a housing plan. No 
answer has been received, it was 
stated yesterday by W. W. Kay, 
executive secretary of the exchiaye. 


New Construction Only Solution. 

Such a plan of home bui.ding 
would enable negroes to erect numes 
on small payments, it was stated. 
and the opinion was expressed that 
negroes themselves would have to de 
some construction work to relieve 
the shortage. 
be solved merely by negro expansior 
forcing white residents out of sec- 
tions they now occupy, Kay asaid.

actress, whose tutor he had been. 

Three times, said Belasco, his 
friend had attempted to end his life 
after a rift had separated him from 
his beloved pupil and she had be- 
come the wife of Antonio Fernando 
de Navarro. The fourth time he suc- 
ceeded. 

Behind him he left no hint of the 
motive which had caused him to end 
‘his life, But Belasco knew. Here is 
the story that Belasco tells: (. 


Story of an Old Love. 
“Years ago Franklin Sargent met 
‘and loved Mary Anderson, the ac- 
tress. Always she would look loving- 
ly at him and repeat that she owed 


her great successto him. They love. 
Sargent then seemed gloriously hap- 
py. Then came the rift. They sepa- 
rated, never, so far as I know, to 
see each other again. Mary Anvtier- 
son married. Her name was changcd 
to Mme. Antonio de Navarro. Frank- 
lin Sargent prospered, gained the 
love of friends. He fraternized littie, 
but became one of the most hizh!y 
respected men in the theatrical pro-

DUTCH HONOR QUEEN, 


25 YEARS ON THRONE 


Popular Fetes to Be _ Held 
Throughout Nation During 
September.

AMSTERDAM, Aug. 31.—Today is 


Queen Wilhelmina’s birthday, so it 
is also the starting point for big na- 
tional festivities throughout Holland, 
commemorating the Queen's 25-year 
reign on the throne of the Nethere- 
lands. 

On Sept. 6. 1898, Queen Wil- 
helmina wag inaugurated before a 
meeting of the States-General at Am- 
sterdam. From that day to this, 
through years of prosperity and 
stress, she has never lost the trust 
of the nation and now the Dutch 
people are anxious to give expression 
to their love and gratitude. 

$200,000 Fund Raised, 

As the Queen had expressed an 
earnest desire that the present they 
wished to give her should not be too 
costly a fund of about 600,000 guild- 
ers ($200,000 was raised for the res- 
toration of the choir and transep of 
the new church at Delft, which con- 
tains the mausoleum of the house of 
Orange, one of the longest reigning 
dynasties in the history of the world. 
[t also contains the famous monu- 
ment to the memory of William the 
Silent, the founder of the Dutch re- 
public, who was assassinated in Delft 
in July, 1584. 

The choir, however, is not merely 
the mausoleum of the house of Or- 
ange, as other great Dutchmen have 
been laid to rest there. Among them 
is Hugo Grotius, who has been called 
the founder of international law. 

Popular Fetes to Be Held. 

Throughout September popular 
fetes will take place in nearly every 
Dutch town and village and numer- 


ous exhibitions and sports festivals 
have been organized. Today the 
Queen, the Prince Consort, Henry, 
and Princess Juliana made their sol- 
emn entry into The Hague, but the 
officia] festivities are to be held in 
Amsterdam next week. The program 
of réceptions, demonstrations, vocal 
ccncerts, rowing matches, fireworks 
and other events is rather volumi- 
nous as every association is anxious 
to render homage to the beloved

HEROINES OF HISTORY

Tne is no saint or martyr 
who has been more gloriously 
sulogized than the lovely and 
roble St. Cecilia. 

Many singing societies composed 
of women bear St. Cecilia’s name 
and many great painters have pic- 
tured her as she sits at the harps!- 
chord. For Cecilia was a musician 
and is regarded as the patron saint 
of music. 


To us are familiar the reproduo- 
tions of two famous paintings of 
this fair saint. The originals are 
two of the greatest paintings of all 
time. One is by Raphael, and 
graces the Accademia at Bologna. 
The other is by the great Dutch 
painter, Rubens, and hangs in the 
Old Museum at Berlin. 

In both St. Cecilia is attended by 
angels. In Raphael's picture she is 
listening to the heavenly choir, 
while the earthly instruments lie 
unnoticed at her feet. In Reubens’ 
picture she is seated at the harpsi- 
chord. 

*Cecilia was born in the second 
century after Christ. In that day 
it was a crime to be a Christian, 
and many who embraced this new 
religion paid with their lives for 
their belief. 

Very few of the nobflity em- 
braced this radical teaching. It 
was the masses who crowded the 
secret meetings. But there was one 
noble lady who was converted and 
joined the Christian church. It 
was Cecilia, the daughter of one of 
the proudest houses of Rome. 

It is the story of her beautiful 
life which the old English poet, 
Chaucer, recites in his Canterbury 
Tales. It is entitled, “‘The Second 
Nun’s Tale.”’ 

In later years another English 
poet, the great Dryden, honored 
her memory in his “Ode for St. Ce- 
cilia’s Day,’’ which is celebrated on 
November 22. 

Cecilia was a very young girl 
when she dedicated her life to 
Christ, and it was a great grief to 
her when, after having sworn a vow 
of celibacy, she was forced to mar- 
ry a handsome young soldier of the 
legion—Valerian. 

After her marriage, Cecilia told 
Valerian that she was a Christian 
and that her life was to be devoted 
to the work of the church. Valerian 
was astounded, for he had not 
dreamed that'this girl of noble fam- 
ily had been converted to the new 


religion belief 
death. 

So sineere was she in her conver- 
sion and g0 sweetly did she speak 
of her religion to her young hus- 
band that he became interested at 
once. At Cecilia’s suggestion, Va- 
lerian visited Urban the Good, who 
explained the new faith to him. Ur- 
ban lived in the catacombs. It was 
there that the good man taught. 

Not only was Valerian converted, 
but his two brothers also became 
converts. Immediately they started 
out to preach and work among the 
poor. But not for long, because it 
was soon discovered that they were 
Christians, and the beautiful home 
presided over by Cecilia — who 
made it bright by her lovely voice 
and sweet music on the harpsichord: 
—was broken up. The three broth- 
ers paid the penalty of death. 

Soon Cecilia was seized and tak- 
en before the Governor. When she 
admitted her faith, she was con- 
demned and suffered the most hor- 
rible torture before she died. 

For three days she endured her 
torture, never complaining or utter- 
ing a groan, but busy making prep- 
arations so that after her death her 
money should be used to help the 
poor. 

It is because of this that she is 
called St. Cecilia. “

But he had never been farther away from home than 
Lewisville and bad neyer seen a larger city than Louisville. Trusting, 
hewever, to the man’s native shrewdness the planter put him on the train 
with fastrections to go to New York, conduct a personal investigation 
end report back by telegraph. 

Wpon his arrival the visitor went direct to one of the larger docks on 
the Merth River, where several ships were being loaded with the product 
of the Black Patch for shipment abroad. Next he visited a warehouse 
where tobacco for domestic consumption was stored and immediately 
gent his principal this telegram:
